But to day one may go by 
boat over the large part of this “pro­ 
nounced desert,” it is with the inun­ 
dation of the Salton basin of Colorado 
river this article is to treat. 
First let us consider the

taken by the Colorado river and the 
certain features of the desert region.

CROCHETED SWEATER. 


Directions for Making a New One with 
Revers and in the Latest 
Approved Style. 


Procure 
18 
skeins 
of 
color, 
2 
skeins 
cream-white 
Germantown 
zephyr, 6 pearl buttons, bone hook. 
Begin the sweater on tho 
right 
front with color, chain 66, adding 2 
stitches at the neck every other row 
for 4 designs. 
The design is formed 
by 4 rows as follows: 
1st row—Single crochet 
in 
each 
chain, turn. 
2d row—Single crochet, picking up 
back loop of the row before. 
3d row—Single crochet, picking up 
both loops. 
4th row—Pick up both loops 
and 
make J single, now use white, (*) 
drop the color, purl the white and re­ 
peat from (•). 
Repeat from first row, using white 
yarn in every fourth row for dot, be­ 
ing careful to bring the dot in the 
middle of the three stitches. 
(No 
further mention of design will 
be 
made.) 
Work next row to neck; chain 
SO 
stitches to run over the shoulder ami 
down the back; work back and forth 
for 
five 
designs, 
decreasing 
two 
stitches every other row at the bot­ 
tom of tho blouse to form 
pouch. 
Commencing at the waist line, work 
one design 91^ inches long for un­ 
derarm piece; decrease to 8 1* inches 
in the next design; work four more 
designs. 
For the middle of the back work 
three designs on 60 stitches 
(the 
back should measure 14 inches). 
Now make the other half of the 
sweater to match. 
Join the back. 
Work IO rows of single crochet good 
and firm, up the front and across the 
neck; this goes under the collar.

outside of every other row for 5 de- 1 
signs: make 3 more designs without 
increasing. 
This is half of the col­ 
lar; make the other side to match. 
Sew the revers to garment, and finish 
with buttons. 
For the belt use a finer hook. and 
work IO to 12 rows of single. 
In 
the first row lake in the extra full­ 
ness at th** front of the garment. 
Sleeve: Chain 55 stitches; increase 
I stitch at both ends of the work in 
each row for 8 designs; make I de­ 
sign without increasing; narrow

stitch in the next 8 designs.

finishes the* sleeve. 
Sew up. 
For cuffs; 
Take up 36 stitches, and 
make 6 designs.

CANAL, 1W THIS DESERT REGION. 


time a portion of the desert was the 
basin of a fresh water lake, In recent 
times 
floodings 
from the Colorado 


river have produced 
a 
temporary 


shallow lake known as the 
Salton 


sea. 


The part of the desert that is be- 


low sea level is called 
the 
Salton 


sink. In the past six months a great 
change has taken place here, 
the 


water turning from channels long fol- 
lowed which lead into tho Gulf of 
California and following a new course 
leading to the Salton sea, inundating 
the Salton basin. A correspondent of 
the New York Herald, writing from 
Yuma, Arizona, tells of a most ex- 
citing trip recently taken by boat 
Colorado 
over a large part of the 
desert—a strange 
voyage 
indeed! 


The writer speaks of the interest the 
desert region has long had for him 
and adds: 
Most interesting of all at 


the present moment was the Salton 
sea. 


Its rapid rise; its flooding of the 


main line of the Southern Pacific rail- 
way, necessitating 
the 
building of 


some 40 miles or so of new track upon 
higher ground; the fears expressed 
by some of the settlers near Mecca 
and in the Imperial valley that ere 
Jong they would be swamped out of 
existence; the wild and fantastic the- 
ories propounded by the thoughtless 
and sensational to account for the 
existence of the sea, aa for Instance 
it was caused by a subterranean in- 
flow from the Pacific ocean; the fact 
that the whole Colorado river was 
pouring into it and that desperate 
efforts had been made and still were 
being made to check the mad flow; 
the equally interesting fact that, many 
years ago, Dr. J. P. Wldney, who af- 
terward became tho president of the 
University 
of 
southern 
California, 


strongly advocated the national gov- 
ernment's doing what is now being 
so strangely accomplished; the fears 
expressed that the growth of the sea 
would change for the worse the cli- 
mate of the Salton basin—these and 
many other considerations determined 
me to go and lollow the hitherto un- 
followed course tho overflowed Colo- 
rado directly into the Salton sea. 


It Is with regret we turn from fol- 


lowing the adventures of the party 
of whites and Indians on their way 
through 
the 


over 
rapids,

banks, until at last they are again in 
the main current of the channel. But 
we must concern ourselves with what 
is meant by the inundation of the 
desert lands, who are affected there- 
by, the causes, etc., etc. 


Each year, in the latter part of May 


and throughout June and July, over- 
flows have not been uncommon on tho 
level plains of the Colorado. 
Tho 


melting snows from the far away 


should reclaim the Colorado desert, 
work started on the Imperial canal 
system. About ten miles of the chan- 
nel of the Alamo river were dredged 
and connection made with a series of 
waterways extending over an area 
embracing 100,000 acres; a portion ot 
the irrigated territory in Mexico, the 
remainder 
in 
southern 
California. 


The Southern Pacific railroad 
con- 


structed a branch road into the irri- 
gated territory, and numbers of peo- 
ple, tempted by the variety and extent 
of the crops, made settlement here. 
About 12,000 persons now dwell in the 
villages and on the 
irrigated farms. 


An article in the Scientific Ameri- 


can gives the cause of the apparent- 
ly mysterious diverting of the Colo- 
rado into the Salton sink. The irri- 
gation company found a most difficult 
problem in the 
way of 
successful 


carrying out of their work, water be- 
ing checked at the head of the canal 
on account of accumulation of detri- 
tus; 
and decided to secure another 


supply rather than be put to the enor- 
mous expense of dredging the canal. 
A few miles below the head of the 
Alamo 
channel 
they excavated 
a 


channel and connected it with the 
Colorado river. 
This work was com- 


pleted In November, 1904, the ditch 
excavated was less than a mile in 
length and about 50 feet wide. But a 
flood occurred a few weeks after it 
was completed, worked its way along 
the lower channel of the Alamo 
to 


the Salton sink, into which it Is still 
flowing. What was but n mere ditch 
has become greatly enlarged, we find 
nearly all the water of the Colorado 
being diverted from the Gulf of Mexi- 
co, the river bed to the gulf prac- 
tically dry save at flood time, and the 
great volume of 
water following a 


northwesterly course to tho Salton 
sink. As yet the Southern Pacific Is 
the worst sufferer from the inunda- 
tion, has been compelled to change 
the location of its roadbed, rebuild 
over 40 miles of track. 


Two Ineffectual plans have 
been 


tried for turning the water from its 
present course, tJ»ere are 
now in 


progress of construction two massive 
barriers which It is expected will, 
with the flood aiding In removing the 
deposits that have piled up in the for- 
mer riverbed, permanently keep the 
Colorado to its ousjnal course.

Procure 18 skeins of color, 3 


skeins 
cream-white 
Germantowu 


zephyr, 6 pearl buttons, bone hook. 


Begin the sweater on the 
right 


front with color, chain 66, adding 2 
stitches at the neck every other row 
for 4 designs. The design is formed 
by 4 rows as follows: • 


1st row—Single crochet in each 


chain, turn. 


2d row—Single crochet, picking up 


back loop of the row before. 


3d row—Single crochet, picking up 


both loops. 


4th row—Pick up both loops 
and 


make 3 single, now use white, (*) 
drop the color, purl the white and re- 
peat from (*). 


Repeat from first row, using white 


yarn In every fourth row for dot, be- 
ing careful to bring the dot in the 
middle of the three stitches. 
(No 


further mention of design will 
be 


made.) 


Work next row to neck; chain SO 


stitches to run over the shoulder and 
down the back; work back and forth 
for 
five 
designs, 
decreasing 
two 


stitches every other row at the bot- 
tom of the blouse to form 
pouch.

derarm piece; decrease to 8% inches 
In the next design; work four more 
designs.

This is one of the natural 
effects on his children of the very rich 
man's node of life. With rarest excep- 
tion the very rich men of to-day are 
not the sons of the very rich men of 
SO years ago, but are new men. It will 
be the same 30 years hence. The wise 
rich father will try to put his sons 
Into those beneficent professions and 
occupations which have strong Intel- 
lectual and moral 
interest, 
and in 


which pecuniary independence is a 
distinct advantage. 
Such are the pub- 


lic service in elective or appointive of- 
fices, the ministry, scientific reasearch, 
social service, and the management ot 
charities and of serviceable endowed 
institutions. Inherited wealth enables 
young men to devote themselves early 
to these fine employments, which are 
not pecuniarily remunerative, but yet 
possess the highest sort of interest and 
offer all the rewards ot beneficent in- 
fluence among men.

Those who have held to the belief 


that railroad 
construction in the 


United States baa come to an end will 
be surprised to learn that over 13,000 
miles ot new road are now under con- 
tract or building, and that there are 
In addition nearly 8,500 miles of what 
are technically known as live 
pro- 


jects." No less an authority than the 
Railway Age, in an elabroate compila- 
tion, estimates the new mileage as 
stated, and apportions the construc- 
tion of the lines by geographical 
di- 


visions. The greater portion of the 
new mileage lies within the borders 
of the northwestern, southwestern and 
Pacific coast states. In fact, 61 par 
cent, of the 13,000 miles under 
con- 


struction or contracted for la so situ- 
ated. while bf the 8,500 miles of "live 
projects" which may or may not be 
built, 65 per cent, is located in 
the 


same territory. Among the largest 
single enterprises are the 
Chlc-igo, 


Milwaukee & St. Paul extension from 
Evarts, N. D., to Tacoma and Seattle, 
Wash., approximating 1,500 miles qf 
which 1,000 miles are now under con- 
tract; the Western Pacific, on which 
a great deal of work has been accom- 
plished, from Salt Lake City to San 
Francisco, 937 miles; 
the 
Denver, 


Northwestern & Pacific, from Sulphur 
Springs, Col., to Salt Lake City, 470 
miles. 


Too much space would be required 


to enumerate the individual exten- 
sions, etc., but an Idea of the work 
may be gained when it Is stated that 
over two-thirds of the 13,000 miles un- 
der contract are being built In the In- 
terest of 38 companies — an average of 
2.U miles for each company. The fol-

Inland Sea Spreading Upon 


Colorado Desert 


The Salton Basin Flooded—By Boat Over a Large Part 


of the Colorado Desert—Barrier* Building. 


The 
great 
Colorado 
desert of 


southern California, 
the 
scientists 


tell us, Is "a more pronounced desert 
than those parts of Sahara where reg- 
ular meterorologlcal observations are 
made." 
But to-day one may go by 


boat over the large part of this "pro- 
nounced desert," it is with the Inun- 
dation of the Salton basin of Colorado 
river this article is to treat. 


First let us consider the 
course 


taken by the Colorado river and the 
certain features of the deaert region. 
The great river rises In the south- 
western part of 
Utah 
and 
flows 


through the 
southwestern plateau. 


After 
the 
river 
emerges 
from 


the Grand canyon it turns abruptly 
south 
and, 
forming 
the 
western 


boundary of Arizona, flows through a 
low desert region, emptying into the 
Gulf of California a little distance 
below the United States boundary 
line. 


The Colorado desert extends from 


the Colorado river westward to the 
bases of the coast range of 
San 


Diego county. 
A considerable por- 


tion is below sea level, was once a 
portion of an ocean bed, as shown by 
the remains of sea animals and the 
immense deposits of salt—the salt 
industry is a very important industry 
in southern California. 
Also at oaa 


mountains 
send 
raging 
torrents 


through the canyons, and In some 
places an annual overflow is always 
looked for. 


There are three channels of dis- 


tribution for the floods; some of the 
overflow enters the bed of an ancient 
river, called by the Mexicans the Ala- 
mo, and flows westward 40 or 
60 


miles, then turns to the north and af- 
ter another 60 miles empties into the 
Salton sea. Another portion Is car- 
ried into Volcano lake, and here a 
strange separation takes place; part, 
of the water flowing down to the gulf, 
others northward to Salton. But the 
desert atmosphere was wont to evap- 
orate the water so rapidly that speed- 
ily after an afterfiow the basin would 
be found practically dry. 
An unfore- 


seen result of some recent irrigation 
project has lately filled the unusuall; 
dry bed of the Alamo, 
the 
wate

time a portion of the desert was the 
basin of a fresh water lake, In recent 
times floodings from the Colorado 
river have produced 
a 
temporary 


shallow lake known as the 
Salton 


sea. 


The part of the desert that is be- 


low sea level Is called 
the 
Salton 


sink. In the past six months a great 
change has taken place here, 
the 


water turning from channels long fol- 
lowed which lead Into tho Gulf of 
California and following a new course 
leading to the Salton sea, inundating 
the Salton basin. A correspondent of 
the New York Herald, writing from 
Yuma, Arizona, tells of a most ex- 
citing trip recently taken by boat 
over a large part of the 
Colorado 


desert—a strange 
voyage 
indeed! 


The writer speaks of the interest the 
desert region has long had for him 
and adds: 
Most interesting of all at 


the present moment was the Salton 
sea. 


Its rapid rise; its flooding of the 


main line of the Southern Pacific rail- 
way, necessitating 
the 
building of 


some 40 miles or so of new track upon 
higher ground; the fears 
expressed 


by some of the settlers near Mecca 
and in the Imperial valley that ere 
Jong they would be swamped out of 
existence; the wild and fantastic the- 
ories propounded by the thoughtless 
and sensational to account for the 
existence of the sea, aa for Instance 
it was caused by a subterranean in 
flow from the Pacific ocean; the fact 
that the whole Colorado 
river 
was 


pouring into it and that desperate 
efforts had been made and still were 
being made to check the mad flow; 
the equally interesting fact that, many 
years ago, Dr. J. P. Wldney, who af- 
terward became the president of the 
University 
of 
southern 
California, 


strongly advocated the national gov- 
ernment's doing what is now being 
so strangely accomplished; the fears 
expressed that the growth of the sea 
would change for the worse the cli- 
mate of the Salton basin—these nnd 
many other considerations determined 
me to go and lollow the hitherto tin- 
followed course tho overflowed Colo- 
rado directly into the Salton sea. 


It Is with regret we turn from fol- 


lowing the adventures of the party 
of whites and Indians on 
their way 


through 
the 
"devilish" 
mesquite, 


over 
rapids, 
escaping 
underneath 


banks, until at last they are again In 
the main current of the channel. But 
we must concern ourselves with what 
is meant by the inundation of the 
desert lands, who are affected there- 
by, the causes, etc., etc. 


Each year, in the latter part of May 


and throughout June and July, over- 
flows have not been uncommon on tho 
level plains of the Colorado. 
Tha 


melting snows from the far awnyi 


should reclaim the Colorado desert, 
work started on the Imperial canal 
system. About ten miles of the chan- 
nel of the Alamo river were dredged 
and connection made with a series of 
waterways extending over an area 
embracing 100,000 acres; a portion of 
the irrigated territory in Mexico, the 
remainder 
in 
southern 
California. 


The Southern Pacific railroad 
con- 


structed a branch road into the irri- 
gated territory, and numbers of peo- 
ple, tempted by the variety and extent 
of the crops, made settlement here. 
About 12,000 persons now dwell in the 
villages and on the 
irrigated farms. 


An article in the Scientific Ameri- 


can gives the cause of the apparent- 
ly mysterious diverting of the Colo- 
rado into the Salton sink. 
The irri- 


gation company found a most difficult 
problem in the 
way of 
successful 


carrying out of their work, water be- 
ing checked at the head of the canal 
on account of accumulation of detri- 
tus; 
and decided to secure another 


supply rather than be put to the enor- 
mous expense of dredging the canal. 
A few miles below the head of the 
Alamo 
channel 
they excavated 
a 


channel and connected it with the 
Colorado river. 
This work was com- 


pleted in November, 1904, the ditch 
excavated was less than a mile In 
length and about 50 feet wide. But a 
flood occurred a few weeks after it 
was completed, worked its way along 
the lower channel of the Alamo 
to 


the Salton sink, into which it Is still 
flowing. What was but a mere ditch 
has become greatly enlarged, we find 
nearly all the water of the Colorado 
being diverted from the Gulf of Mexi- 
co, the river bed to the gulf prac- 
tically dry save at flood time, and the 
great volume of 
water following a 


northwesterly course to tho Salton 
sink. As yet the Southern Pacific Is 
the worst sufferer from the inunda- 
tion, has been compelled to change 
the location of its roadbed, rebuild 
over 40 miles of track.

Directions for X*king » New Oovwitb 


Bevers and in the X*te*t 


Approved Style. 


Procure 18 skeins of color, 2 


skeins 
cream-white 
Oermantown 


zephyr, 6 pearl buttons, bone book. 


Begin the sweater on the 
right 


front with color, chain 66, adding 2 
stitches at the neck every other row 
for 4 designs. The design is formed 
by 4 rows as follows:- 


1st row—Single crochet in each 


cbain, turn. 


2d row—Single crochet, picking up 


back loop of the row before. 


3d row—Single crochet, picking up 


both loops. 


4th row—Pick up both loops 
and 


make 3 single, now use white, (*) 
drop the color, purl the white and re- 
peat from (*). 


Repeat from first row, using white 


yarn In every fourth row for dot, be- 
ing careful to bring the dot in the 
middle of the three stitches. 
(No 


further mention of design will 
be 


made.) 


Work next row to neck; chain SO 


stitches to run over the shoulder and 
down the back; work back and forth 
for 
five 
designs, 
decreasing 
two 


stitches every other row at the bot- 
tom of the bloxjse to form 
pouch. 


Commencing at the waist line, work 
one design 9V6 Inches long" for un- 
derarm piece; decrease to 8% inches 
In the next design; work four more 
designs. 


For the middle of the back work 


three designs on CO stitcher 
(the 


back should measure 14 inches). 


Now make the other half of the 


sweater to match. 
Join the back. 


Work 10 rows of single crochet good 
and flrm, up the front and across the 
neck; this goes under the collar. 


Revers: 
Chain 13 stitches 
and 


make 15 designs; add 1 stitch at the 
outside of every other row for 5 de- 
signs; make 3 more designs without 
Increasing. 
This is half of the col- 


lar; make the other side to match. 
Sew tiie rovers to garment, and finish 
with buttons. 


For the belt use a finer hook, and 


work 10 to 12 rows of single. 
In 


the first row lake in the extra full- 
ness at the front of the garment. 


Sleeve: Chain 55 stitches; increase 


1 stitch at both ends of the work in 
each row for 8 designs; make 1 de- 
sign without increasing; narrow 
1 


stitch in the next 8 designs. 
This 


finishes the sleeve. 
Sew up. 


For cuffs: 
Take up 3G stitches, and 


make C designs.

sleeves,

FOR THE GARDENER. 


New Varieties, a Beautiful Half-Acre 


of Petunias—Now Forms of 


Old Flowers. 


The newer verbena has few leaves, a 


short upright stem and a truss, as the 
bunch of florets is called, that attains 
a circumference of from 12 to 15 inch- 
es. The Individual florets, if the plants 
are properly grown are as large as a 
silver quarter. Their stocky growth has 
made them even stronger than they 
were, and they bloom now from seed 
during a whole summer. Some of the 
new colors this year are "Aurora Uo- 
reale," which is a vivid scarlet, and 
the "Commendante Marechand," which 
is a blend of garnet and maroon. 


One of the most beautiful exhibits 


every year in a garden near Rernards- 
ville is a half acre devoted wholly to 
various kinds of petunias. They have 
been planted there as freely as if they 
were grass seed and the ground is cov- 
ered with them. They are naturally a 
wonderful blend of color and there is 
scarcely a conceivable shade in the 
lighter hues that is not to be found 
there. The petunias are single flowers, 
and it is easy to conceive how much 
more beautiful this would be if the 
new double flower had been used 
In- 


stead. 
The 
doubles 
are 
exquisite 


crumpled balls of color, like velvet in 
their depth, and there are (luted petals, 
fringed petals and petals edged with 
two or thr^e shades that contrast beau- 
tifully with the prevailing tint of the 
petunia. 
Some of 
the 
petals 
are 


crossed with different stripes of color. 
The shades in which tho double petu- 
nias grow are sufflclpntly descriptive 
of the varieties to be had. They aro 
amethyst, garnet, pink 
and crimson 


with green edges, pure rose pink, bril- 
liant rosy scarlet, blended 
red 
and 


white, pure white, and mottled crim- 
son and pink. 


Pritaroses, in mauve, white and pink 


are nearly twice the size they were and 
the double poppy of the day Is a ball of 
color as large as a peony, bearing only 
in its name «nd Its brilliant scarlet 
hue a strong resemblance to its proto- 
type. They are most beautiful In the 
solid colors, although the variegated 
combinations of color 
are 
popular. 


Lovers of the old-fashioned single pop- 
py can still buy that In a much larger 
form than It used to grow. Asters are 
grown on the plants seen this year un- 
til they are aa large as chrysanthe- 
mums. 
All the old-fashioned flowers, 


such as phlox, larkspur, sweet William 
and wall llowers have gained in the ex- 
periments made by the growers during 
the past year, and 
they 
hopefully 


promise more for the future. 


About Plants. 


It is best to wait until the plant shows 


it needs water, then give It a good dous- 
ing in the bathtub. A plant with its roots 
constantly in mud cannot thrive. If hot- 
house plants are watered once a wecl: 
with water In which there is u little nm- 
monlo. thpy will thrive well. Sometimes 
small white worms aro found in the' 
earth. Ammonia or lime water will kill 
them. Stir up the soil, to expose as 
many as possible, before p'ourlng it one.
